The Mandate and the League. 


At the end of last week Lord PASSFIELD granted a dupli- 


ited newspaper interview on the White Paper, for which he 
3 so largely responsible, and which details the policy the British 
Government, as Mandatory, proposes to pursue in future in 
regard to Palestine. As explained elsewhere, what the Colonial 
Secretary had to say to Reynolds's and to the Matin of Paris is 
now of little practical importance. For the Government has 
vnnounced that it intends at once to issue a further statement 
explanatory of the White Paper. It is obvious that the pro- 
mised statement will contain a great deal which has hitherto 
not been said by the Government in defence of the course it 
mtends to take, otherwise there could be no reason for such an 
additional presentation of its widely condemned policy. 
This reason is sufficient to render the conclusion inevitable 
that the letter from Lord PASsFIKLD, which appeared in 
The Times of yesterday, in reply to a letter from Lord 
HAILSHAM and Sir JOHN SIMON, published in that paper 
on ‘Tuesday last, onght not to be taken as fulfilling that promise. 
it were bet u er, then, to wait and see what the Government. as a 
whole, has to say on the question, than to show, as would be quite 
casy, the fallacies into which Lord PASSFTELD has allowed himself 
to be drawn in the newspaper communications to which we 
ullude.. The like applies to some truncated correspondence 
between Dr. WEIZMANN and Lord PAssr ‘IELD, which was dis- 
tributed to the Jewish Press on Thursday afternoon of last 
week. It was, as is shown in another column, circulated to 
Jewish newspapers so early, in point of time for this weck's 
issue, as to inform non-Jewish journals, to which it was seni at 
the same time, of its contents some seven days earlier than 
Jewish. It is sincerely to be hoped that in its new statement 


repetition of the unctuous pretence or the absurd illusion that 
has characterised declarations hitherto made in respect to its 
Palestine policy to the effect that the present Government 
has not varied from previous Governments the conception 
entertained of the duties of the Mandatory. Or, that it is 
merely carrying on the implementing of the Mandate in the 
spirit that has animated its predecessors in office. Such state- 
ments do not tend to placate the Arabs and are not believed 
in hy the Jews. Nor, with deference to Judge LOFGREN, the 
Chairman of the Wailing Wall Commission, does such a result, 
in our opinion, goto prove as he seems to think 


~and as he put 
it ina recent article“ 


that the Government has struck the 
right note in its attempt to mete out justice.” The surest test 
of justice having been reached on any matter, is when all those 
concerned im it recognise it as such. We showed last week 
that any such attitude as that assumed by the Government, 
is utterly untenable in face of the opinions of those whose names 
we then mentioned and who are leaders of all parties save the one 
the Government itself represents in the State. That some of 
the Government's own supporters have expressed the view that 
the policy of the White Paper is a revocation of the policy 
hitherto adopted, and is as well a renunciation of the Mandate, 
in spirit as also in letter, is not surprising. Among the most 
pathetic of the protests that have appeared during the last few 
days is one from Colonel WEDGWooD, M.P., who wrote from 
bed, to which he is confined by illness.

previous Governments had gained 
the confidence and the respect of Jews for Great Britain. But 
perhaps one of the most important contributions to this dis- 
cussion concerning the Government's policy was contained 
in the joint letter from Lori HAILSHAM and Sir Joux Sox 
in The Times, to which we allude above. 


These two great 
legal authorities are under no doubt that in 


respect. to several 


points the Government policy is in defiance of the provisions of 


the Mandate. They detail them and make the valuable and 
interesting stiggestion that immediate steps should be taken to 
induce the Council of the League of Nations to obtain from The 
Hague Court an advisory opinion on the questions involved, and 
that the British Government should not enforce those 
paragraphs Which are challenged unless and until that Court 
has pronounced in their favour.” The proposition seems te 
us one which the Government should accept in its own interests 
as well as in the interests of all parties concerned. A letter which 
appeared in The Times on the day following that of Lord 
HAILSHAM and Sir JOHN SIMON from Mr. M. HI. Sroker, K. C., 
Counsel who represented the Arabs before the Shaw Commission, 
shows that it would probably be necessary for The Hague Court to 
go behind the text of the Mandate, and consider the bearing on 
that document of the Covenant of the League of Nations. That 
may or may not be so. None the less, we would welcome: the 
adoption of the proposal and would not raise object ion even 
to an extension of it—beyond and above mere legal conten- 
tion of course—which would help to place the Mandate out- 
side the possibility of further discussion and uncertainty. It 
has always seemed to us that most of the trouble concerning 
the Mandate has arisen from the fact that there has never been 
any clear pronouncement from the League as to the intentions 
which it sought to express in the wording of it. Nor has there 
been any definite statement made by the League concerning its 
present wishes in respect to Palestine. Even the elemental but 
vital difficulty of determining what was meant at the time when 


the Mandate was promulgated by the expression National 


Home for the Jewish People” has never been faced. Nor has 


the League declared what it now wishes its Mandatory to do in 
respect to that aspiration, or in fact how it desires the Mandate 
to be implemented. Yet, after all, it is the League’s Mandate; and 
so far as Jews are concerned our part in it can be performed with 


hitherto carried on. 
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anything like success or at all worthily, only if our work is done 
with the approval of the nations of the world, who will see in 
it what is desirable and advantageous to humanity at large and 
the progress of civilisation. We Jews have not the remotest 
doubt on that point ourselves, but having regard to all that has 
occurred, confirmation by the League of Nations of our belief 
would go a long way in helping towards the success of such a 
Conference as that which we proposed last week should be held, 
and towards a solving of the difficulties and the differences 
which now prevail regarding the future of Palestine in relation 
to the Jewish People. 


Jewry: Week by Week. 


— 


It is gratifying to know that at the impending Parliamentary 
election for Whitechapel, a candidate who is a Jew, and who will 
oppose the Labour interest, will be before the electors. The oppor- 
tunity will thus be given to Jewish voters to express their sentiments 
concerning the new policy in Palestine announced in the White Paper 
by the Labour Government. This is quite in accord with what I 
ventured to suggest in respec? to this election last week. Now there 
is a Jewish candidate no Jewish vote need be lost, as would be the 
ease if Jews, who, naturally in the circumstances, would refuse to 
vote for the Labour candidate, decided to abstain from voting at all. 
In ordinary circumstances the fact of a candidate being a Jew would 
not constitute any sort of obligation on Jewish voters to give him 
support, but the present are clearly not circumstances which, in the 
least, can be called ordinary. 


Mr. Barnett Janner, who is to be the Liberal candidate, was until 
recently in practice as a solicitor in Cardiff, where he gave active and 
important service to the local community. He was, as I said at the 
time, badly served in connection with the Jewish Board of Guardians 
there, and so became associated with a very useful protest that was 
made against some irregularities that had occurred in that body for 
which he was not in any way responsible. He has had some electoral 
experience, having once before been a Parliamentary candidate, 
although unsuccessful, and he is officially assoeiated with the Zionist 
Organisation, where he has done much good work. This fact alone 
renders his candidature most apt, although he was chosen as Liberal 
candidate altogether apart from his connection with Zionism, None 
the less the accident of his being.a Zionist is fortunate, because 
every. vote given to him and away from Labour will be an unmis- 
takable protest against the Government Palestine policy. 


Lord Passfield appears to have appreciated this at once, judging 
from the interview he accorded to ReyNnoups’s, and which was pub- 
lished in the current issue of that paper. Indeed, in the announcement 
concerning the further statement that is to be issued, Tae Times 
states definitely that the Government views the position in White- 
chapel with grave anxiety.“ And I am sure the interview with 
ReyYNOLDs’s was influenced as much by Whitechapel as is the necessity 
for the coming statement. The constitutional method of fighting the 
Government at the polling booths is having speedy effect, whatever 
the verdict of the constituency as between the various parties repre- 
sented may be on the polling day. 


It was but the week before last that in this column I said what 
I could, to commend the efforts that are being made to provide a 


Jewish Day School for the North-West of London. It is the only 


right method for the education of the Jewish young—that is to say, 
if it be desired that they shall emerge equipped with the knowledge 
and training that are essential for becoming loyal and true Jews. 
Moreover, as was pointed out, it is the best system for guarding the 
young against the anomalies of the Jewish position in a non-Jewish 
environment, with the many disadvantages, if not dangers, that, 
almost of necessity, reside in it. It must go then, without saying, how 
heartily I desire to support an appeal for the Secondary Jewish School 
which has been issued, and appears in another column, on behalf of 
that Institution at Alexandra Villas, Finsbury Park, N., by Major 
H. L. Nathan, M.P., Mr. Elkan N. Adler and Mrs. Flora Sassoon.

Having regard to the stable whence it emanates, it is not likely 
that any writer in a paper called Answers would miss the oppor - 
tunity of saying something conveying discredit to Jews. The other 
day it published an article by Mr. T. W. Wilkinson, who is described 
as Our Special Commissioner,” dealing with the clubs that are started 
in workshops among factory girls, and which are designed to swindle 
those who take part in them, or to land them in such financial diffie 
culties as will encourage them to borrow money at any price. And 
in the course of his article, the writer, evidently with a view to lending 
a lurid touch to his revelations, declares : 

It was once discovered that a woman who was really the backbone of 
a money club in a Bradford mill had herself no fewer than 400 private 
clients, and that she was an agent of a notorious Jewish usurer. 

When, therefore, workers in pecuniary difficulties have recourse to a 

loan or money club, they may make their position worse instead of better 
—far worse than their wildest imaginings picture. 
It is, of course, next door to impossible either to prove or to disprove 
this statement, and in such circumstances there can be only one 
opinion of its having been made. For everyone is aware that there 
are usurers as rapacious and as unconscionable, who profess and call 
themselves Christians, as any who bélong to our race; and the 
amiable géntleman to whom Mr. Wilkinson refers, would appear to 
the reasonable reader as reprehensible without having attached to 
him the Jewish qualification as he does with. The reason for the 
addition to his other distinctions is thus indubitable—and is: not, 
to put it at the least, very generous. 


No one who has watched the zeal with which promoters of charit- 
able endeavours from time to time devote themselves in order to attract 
supporters for their efforts, could doubt that the field of this enterprise 


has been much more than merely. scratched. ** People will not give, 


unless there is something given to them,” is the universal cry of the 
charity gatherer. Hence, bazaars at which those who attend are led 
to believe they obtain bargains which they distinctly in most cases 
do not, while if they do it is at the expense of some tradesman who 
has been bullied into giving some of his goods to some of the stall- 
holders who are his actual or prospective customers. Hence, too, 
concerts and entertainments at which, for the sake of the presumed 


advertisement. artists are often induced to sacrifice their much- earned 


leisure for they are usually held on Sundays and the same has to 
be: said of all connected with the gentle aid to charity thus invoked, 
Hence, again, there are dinners—sometimes ironically, I suppose, 
called festival dinners when it is thought that under the influence 
of expensive cheer, support which otherwise would be withheld may 


be forthcoming. There is a good deal that could be said about these 


dinners—and, indeed, about all the entertainments to which T have 
referred which, for the moment, must go unsaid. . 


it is evident, however, that Dinners are becoming what a friend 


of mine calls no draw. Speeches have become a tiresome drug, 
especially when. delivered with the oratory of which the Community 
seems capable, and which sometimes consists of mere essays read out 
from a manuscript in tones that are reminiscent of something between 
a pulpiteer and a schoolmaster, And so the necessity has arisen for 


providing for these Dinners attractions over and above those to 


be found in the Dinners themselves, That, I suppose, accounts for

Tan Jewish CuronicLe for last month, published 
on Friday last, contained a very informative and thoughtful article by 
Mr. Jacob de Haas, which he called Louis Marshall’s Vacant Place.”

He saw in it the opportunity of reinforcing his powers as boss 
without withdrawing from his opposition to the Zionist policy. It

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was a shrewd move, and harmful as it was--and will be- one cannot 
altogether refuse a meed of admiration to Mr. Marshall’s ingenuity, 
helped as it was, of course, by Dr. Weizmann and the view he took of 
the real needs of the Zionist Movement. There are other points of 
interest in the article indicating the condition of things in American 
Jewry by which the Jewry of all the world is 80 profoundly involved. 
The mere fact that Mr. Marshall's place is still vacant and that 
there is visible no man Who can fill it even twelve months after his 
regretted death, apeaks volumes, And we must not forget the vast 
economic-upheaval that has there occurred in the meantime and which 
has revolutionised so much,

\ the issue of Tun Juwisn CHRONICLE for the 24th ult. there 
was published a report of the proceedings at a meeting that 
had been held of the Veshiba Etz Chaim. And I observe that 
one of the speakers who took part in the gathering devoted 

vis oratorical, if not his intellectual, powers to denouncing this 
paper for printing a contribution I had supplied under the title of 
Creation.” As the article appeared but a few weeks ago, in 
che week immediately prior to Sabbath Bereshit, so-called 
cause the reading of the Law for that Sabbath is in most 
~\nagogues the story of the Beginning of Things, I may, I 
hope, be permitted to assume that the gist of the contri. 
vation, and its declared purpose, have not already altogether passed 
‘om the memory of readers. I trust 1 may also conclude 
‘hat none will recognise the one or the other by the description 
ven them by the gentleman who employed them to show that they 
emed the most forceful reason he could call to mind why this 
\eshiba should receive the financial support of which it stands so 
ovely in need. Because, he declared, to write such an article for 

Jewish newspaper which was read in all orthodox Jewish homes was 
othing short of a disgrace, and this demonstrated the need of 
ve existence of the * Yeshiba.” I have ventured to italicise the 
last words for they seem to me to crown the silliness of 
ihe gentleman's remarks. What I stated, and what presumably 
he so violently objects to, were findings of Science in relation to 
( veation, and he does not deny or even question their truth. It 
vw ould therefore follow by implication that he thinks the Yeshiba ought 
to receive support because it in turn supports untruth and worst of 
all kinds of untruth, religious untruth. I explained my. object to 
he the glorification of God, His Greatness and His Grandeur—the 
very work that is rendered incumbent upon Jews in one of the most 
beautiful meditatione of our ritual and which occurs in our every- 
morning service. And we are asked to give funds toa Yeshiba which, 


according to this speaker, supposedly discourages that peculiarly: 


Jewish duty! Is that the last word of so-called Orthodoxy? 1 
sincerely hope not. But I have thought well to say what I have about 
it, because at the meeting there was no one who rose and protested 
‘ against the blasphemous irreligion which was urged by the speaker I 
refer to. For I can imagine no irreligious influence more blasphemo s, 
and more degrading to the conception of the Almighty, than that 
which would rob Him of His supreme wondrousness as the First 
Cause of the system, so far as it has been revealed to us, of what we 
call the Universe. 


THE OPPORTUNITY ARISES for my reverting to the topic now 
because of the delivery this week by Sir James Jeans at Cambridge 
of the Rede Lecture, the title of which is the heading | have 
supplied to this contribution. The late Louis Marshall once very 
wisely said that the most effective answer to anti-Judaism is 
more Judaism. Following that very excellent doctrine, I am 
disposed to think that the surest remedy for such ignorance of 
the soul as that to which I have alluded which appears to be favoured 
bur Orthodox friends, and in which they seem to glory, is to pro- 
le them with some more facts which Science has to tell, showing 
“what a much more wonderful and inexplicable piece of creation 
than man has hitherto contemplated is this world in which we live. 
I can do so readily by one or two extracts from the lecture by 
Sir James Jeans. It has been published in book form by the 
Cambridge University Press and THe Times of Wednesday last 
gave an excellent and copious review of it. I would, 
lore, refer readers who wish to know more than what is here 
given of what Sir James had to say about the mystery of 
the Universe to one of these documents. What I am desirous 
of doing is to quote some of his observations which tend to show 
how infinitely greater than can be gathered from the Bible story of 
(Creation, to which I referred in my previous article, is the Universe 
of which this world is a part. And so, how infinitely greater than 
the story tells us is the being who among all beings holds supremacy 
in the vast ilimitable Universe of which the Earth is a portion. 
tor man to occupy the position he does is proof that he is a 
creative product of much more splendour than the Bible says and 
it follows, of course, that the Cause which set the Universe going so 
that man was evolved, must also be, as I say, greater and grander 


than the representation of that Cause which we call Ged as narrated 
in our Book of Books. 


FOR NSTANOB, Sir James Jeans declares that there are few stars 
known that are not much bigger than the Earth, and that the majority 
are so large that hundreds of thousands of Earths could be packe d 
inside any of them and yet leave room to spare. Some of the larger 
ones, he says, could contain. millions of millions of the Earth, and so 
numerous are they that their total number is probably equal to the 


there-,

animal and vegetable, 


total number of the grains of sand on all the seashores of the world. 


| Yet the Universe is so immense, he continues, that these stars travel 
through an area so spacious that it has been a matter of the rarest 


happening for any one star to come near to any other star. They 
travel in solitude like single ships on an empty ocean and, caleu- 
lating their proximity on that basis, it is computed that each star 
is on an average about a million miles away from its nearest neigh- 
bour. In such circumstances a collision of one star with another 


is indeed a rarity. But such an event happened—some 2,000,000,000 
years ago. 


A second star (says Sir James) “ wandering blindly through 
space, happened to come within hailing distance of thesun. Just as 
the sun and moon raise tides on the earth, so this second star must 
have raised tides on the surface of the sun, But they would be 
very different from the puny tides which the small mass of 
the moon raises in our oceans; a huge tidal wave must have 
travelled over the surface of the sun, ultimately forming a 
mountain of prodigious height, which would rise ever higher 
and higher as the cause of the disturbance came nearer and 
nearer. And. before the second star began to recede, its tidal 
pull had become so powerful that this mountain was torn to pieces 
and threw off small fragments of itself, much as the crest of a wave 
throws off spray. These small fragments have been circulating 
around their parent sun ever since. They are the planets, great and 
small, of which our earth is one. 

~ Gradually the fragments cooled, until now they have but little 
intrinsic heat left, their warmth being derived almost entirely from 
the radiation which the sun pours down upon them. In course of 
time, we know not how, when, or why, one of these cooling frag 
ments gave birth tolife. It started in simple organisms whose vital 
capacities consisted of little beyond reproduction and death. But 
from these humble beginnings emerged a stream of life which 
advancing through ever greater and greater complexity, has culmi 
nated in beings whose lives are largely centred in their emotiona 
and ambitions, their aesthetic appreciations, and the religions in 
which their highest hopes and noblest aspirations lie enshrined.” 


THIs tS THE STORY Science has to tell of the making of the Earth; 
and its importance consists in its bearing on the possibility of life 
within the Universe. 
that ata rough calculation, there can be life at all possible only within

matter of fact, Sir James Jeans, like every scientist and philosopher, . 


ancient or modern, who has devoted himself to the study of the 


mysterious Universe has his own conception of God the First Cause. 


Sir James goes so far as to say that the Universe appears to have 


been designed by a pure mathematician! The conception of God 
upon which he insists is that of a vastly illimitable Einstein. But 
like all scientists, and all those who have dealt in the truth about 
the origin of things, the address he has given us is a striking con 
tribution to Religion. For as a result of it all Sir James Jeans 
has to confess that with all the discoveries Science has made, the 
Universe and its formation remain a great Mystery unfathomed and 
80 far as one can foresee, unfathomable by man, even by means of 
science. That is why I contend that nothing can save the cause of 
Religion so surely as scientific truth and why I welcome the address 
by Sir James Jeans. Its discoveries tell us on the one hand of the 
marvels of Creation, such as Religion never contemplated, and on 
the other leave to Religion, to Faith, to Belief, everything tha 

can reveal to the mind of man their cause. So man is still left 


with God—an infinitely Greater Being because of scientific discovery, 


Ir WILL BE SAID, doubtless with uncontrollable energy by some 
such as the gentlemen who appeal for the Yeshiba Hitz Chaim and 
others who profess to call themselves Orthodox, that if we accept 
the findings and discoveries of Science such as the marvels of 


which the Rede Lecture is redolent, the Bible will come to be placed 


upon the top-shelf, there to remain neglected, covered with the dust 
of contempt.

It is of|far more consequence to try to determine the 
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that the only way by which we can in modern times save the Bible is 
to recognise and understand what it is in fact—not a record of 
historic events told precisely, but a wonderful repository of Truths, 
of Divine lessons to man, a piece of unsurpassable literature 
which must remain and endure as one of the most precious gifts 
of mankind. Real Orthodoxy, and particularly the Orthodoxy 
of the Jewish religious creed, ought, therefore, to welcome and 
encourage scientific discovery and to set precious .prize upon every 
atom of knowledge Science can provide us with concerning the 
origin of man, of the world, of the Universe and all appertaining to 
them. When, as is now so general, the stories of the origin of these 
as given in the Bible are rendered obsolete by scientific discovery, 
the Bible will come to be cherished by those who understand its 
real worth and appreciate it for what it really is. It will be 
rejected and held to be of no account only by those who accept or 
condemn it as the repository of actual fact and judge it to be of no 
worth when Science disproves the factual truth of such stories as 
the one about the origin of the Universe. For my part I hail the 
Scientist, true to his task, as the greatest of religious influences 
that is in mankind.

A Reminiscence. 


From Mr. HERBERT BENTWICH, LL.B. 
To the Editor of THe JEWisH CHRONICLE. 7 

Sir,—Browning’s Rabbi Ben Ezra spoke of The last of life for which 
the first was made,” and when I think back to the youthful days I spent 
with Hermann Gollancz in and about old Bevis. Marks, the picture I recall 
is not so much of the studious boy but rather of his revered parents who 
were “ personalities ” of the district.

Perhaps it was their inherited pride and the spurring that accom- 
panied it which drove both these scholarly youths, when they went out 
into the larger world, to the higher flights they attempted and so success- 
fully achieved ; though the elder was devoted to the Rabbi’s work, which 
was his true vocation, and the younger was just a voracious reader of 


literature of all kinds, with a turn for the classics, leading him by degrees 


to his professorial and public posts. ö 

And now they are both gone full of honours, each of them fulfilling in 
his own way the behest of the Spanish Rabbi, Judah ibn Tabben, which 
one can imagine their father handing on to them PUAN PHS OW (Make 
thy books thy companions), for their greatest love—apart from all worldly 
strivings— was reserved for their lib: aries. 

Others will have told of Hermann’s achievements in the many outside 
fields to which he was driven by his one thwarted ambition. He was 
bowed down by many griefs in his latter days; but, though I have not 


met him in the flesh for some years, Iam sure that he retained tothe 


last his natural pride and the faith which he expressed in the motto 
inscribed in all his books B™N PY NT MN (The Law is the tree of Lite).

Black Outlook for European Jewry. 


JEWS IN BRAZIL. 


A meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association was 
held on Sunday at the Great Western Hotel, Paddington, with the 
President, Mr. LEONARD G. MONTEFIORE, O.B. E., in the Chair. 

Dr. CLAUDE MONTEFIORE paid a tribute to the late Mr, Lucien 
Wolf, in the course of which he said that he had been very closely 
.saociated with Mr. Wolf in his work for many years. Mr. Wolf was 
» member of their Council long before he became Secretary of the 

at Foreign Committee—he understood that he bad been a member 
a tthe Council since 1886. It was in the seven years from 1914 to 
1921 that he (Dr. Montefiore) was closely associated with him. Mr. 
Wolf always maintained in a very remarkable way his interest and 
his knowledge in general politics, quite apart from what one might 
call Jewish politics. He was, in certain directions, a very great 
anthority on all questions concerning treaties, for instance those of 
the nineteenth century. There was no doubt that a great improve- 
ment had been brought about in the conditions of the Jews of South. 
Rastern Europe by Mr. Wolf's work; and one might, he thought, hope 
with some confidence that as the years went on the improvement 
would continue and the work which he did would bear still further 
fruit. 

Those who came in contact with Mr. Lucien Wolf, continued Dr. 
Montefiore, were impressed by his geniality, kindness, his straight- 
ness and simplicity of character, and he would not have been able 
to achieve what he did if he had not possessed those moral qualities 
over and above his intellectual ones. 

Mr. Leoyarp Stet, Chairman of the suid that Mr. 
Wolf left behind him the memory of a life unreservedly dedicated 
to the service of his people. 

The CHAIRMAN referred to the death of Rabbi Sir Hermann 
(Gollancz who, he said, had been for a considerable number of years 
« member of the Council and did very good work for their body. He 
was sure the Council would like a letter of condolence to be sent 
to the relatives. | 

The Council agreed to the Joint Foreign Committee recom- 
mendation that Mr. J. M. Rich should be appointed Secretary of the 
Committee in succession to the late Mr. Lucien Wolf, and that he 
should be Secretary both of the Deputies and of the Committee, 
at a total salary of £750, rising by annual increments of £50 to £900, 
and that an Assistant Secretary be appointed to assist Mr. Rich at 
n salary of not less than £350 a year. 

The CHAIRMAN moved the adoption of the Joint Foreign Com- 
imittee Report, particulars of which were published in the report of 
the meeting of the Deputies in last week's JEWISH CHRONICLE, which 
was carried. 


_ Anti-Semitism in Europe. 


Mr. Rieu, referring to the question of anti-Semitism in Europe, 
said that the situation was very black indeed. The Minorities 
Treaties were quite helpless in preventing such large-scale mani- 
festations of anti-Semitism as they were suffering from in 
Europe to-day. With regard to the Reform of the Calendar, Mr. 
Rich said he understood that at the moment steps were being taken 
to secure from Jewish Communities in the different countries of 
Wurope authoritative expressions of opinion, in the form of public 
petitions, which would be presented to the League of Nations. 
The Chief Rabbi was extremely active, and they hoped in a very 
short time to be able to collect signatures from the Jewish Com- 
munities up and down this country which would show the deep 
feelmg which this project had aroused. 

N resolution protesting against The Government's Palestine 
Policy’ was carried. Particulars will be found under this heading 
elsewhere in this issue. 

The Council agreed to the recommendations of the Executive 
(ommittee, accepting certain legacies and advi ising a number of 
grants to schools and charities. 


Opportunities in Brazil. 


| The Rey. Dr. I. RAFrALovicu, formerly of Liverpool, who is 
‘(urecting the work of the Ica in Brazil and is on a visit to this country, 
gave an account of the work of the Ica in that part of the world. 
From 1925 to the end of 1929, he said, 6,000 Jews had settled in 


Brazil, and of that number 5,000. odd had come directly 
through their offices in Brazil. In 1929 they found work for 
over 1.700 people. Anyone from Poland or Roumania who 


either through economic or political circumstances could not stay 
in those countries and wished to go out to South America, could be 
assured of making a decent and honest living. Brazil was an 
immense country; it was in a state of development and there was 
room for thousands of people who could and would work. The 
recent revolution, which was a purely political one, did not affect 
the Jews at all. 

The PRESstiDENT expressed the thanks of the Council to Dr.

Wasi and dry the currants. Beat the margarine and sugar to @

Mix the currants 
and peel with the flour, ete., and stir into the other ingredients. Beat 
up the mixture thoroughly; add a little milk and a few drops of essence 
oflemon. Half fill paper cases or greased patty tins, and bake in a hot 
oven for about fifteen minutes.

Jewish Secondary School (for Boys): An Appeal. 


From Major H. L. NATHAN, M.P., Mr. ELKAN N. ADLER, M.A. 
: and Mrs. FLORA SASSOON. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 

Sin, — It is better to be a tile upon a house-top and be broken 
than to be a precious crystal and remain unused.” These words fitly 
describe both the fate and philosophy of one of the most self-sacri- 
ficing members of the Community. He lived for his people, praying 
and teaching, exhorting and teaching, organising and teaching—but 
always and above all things teaching, for what mattered to him 
supremely was education of the right kind. Last vear his life's 
ambition began to be realised when the educational institution 
which he bad been planning for twenty years was founded in North 
London. Then he died. But worse to him than his own death 
would be the death of his work; yet its fate is now hanging in the 
balance. That institution is the Jewish Secondary School. Its 
founder was the late Rabbi Dr. V. Schönfeld, „x-. 


The building and pupils have been secured and a trained and 
highly qualified staff, including several members with high academic 
honours, has been engaged. A year’s work has been done. But the 
funds subscribed during the Founder's life-time have been exhausted. 
In L. C. C. Secondary Schools the expenditure on each pupil is three 
times the amount of the ordinary fee, the difference being met from 
rates and taxes. There is no such aid for the Jewish Secondary 
School, though needs increase as the School grows, and now £5,000 
is required to enable the sacred work to continue. The need is very 
urgent, and to carry on the School a considerable portion of this 
sum will have to be forthcoming immediately. 

In Anglo-Jewry it is to-day so dark spiritually that one seeks in 
vain for a glimmer of light which shall radiate our paths. Let us 
see that the light which Dr. Schénfeld kindled and which is to-day 
us a star in a troubled, cloudy sky, shall continue in all its pristine 
beauty to the honour of the late Rav and of Anglo-Jewry and its 
future,

Soup Kitchen. 


Grave Increase in Distress. 


WORST SEASON IN THE INSTITUTION'S HISTORY. 
The Annual Meeting of the subscribers and donors to the Soup 
Kitchen for the Jewish Poor was held on Thursday in last week 
at the Kitchen, 17-19, Butler Street, Spitalfields. Mr. SAmMUBET. 
SAMUEL, D. L., M.P., the President, was in the Chair. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the annual report and 
balance-sheet, said that they finished the year, owing to the very 
prevalent distress, with a deficit instead of a surplus. They would 
have to appeal for funds in the coming season which threatened to 
be more disastrous for the poor than any they had had in the 
past. If those interested in their work were to attend at any of 
their distributions they would see for themselves the class of 
applicant, respectable people but in dire distress, whom they helped. 
They needed workers to come forward now to help them in what 
was likely to be the greatest struggle that the Institution had had 
during its existence. They all knew that the conditions were very 
bad and it did not take a genius to see that there was no likelihood 
of any improvement during the winter months. 

Income and Expenditure. 

Mr. Gustave Tuck, the Treasurer, in seconding the adoption of 
the report and balance-sheet, said that their expenditure for the 
year had been 42.888, against £3,182 the year before. They had 
given away more food and had been able to buy at better prices. 
Their income for the year was £2,449, compared with £2,562. The 
amount expended over income was £388, Although the legacies 
amounted to £1,186 against £411 the previous year, they were left 
with a deficit of £490. He felt sure that now that it was known that 
there was a deficit their friends would come forward to help them, 
especially in view of the fact that unemployment was again on the 
increase. In connection with the Passover Relief Fund they had 
spent £455 against £477 last year. 

The report and balance-sheet were adopted. 

Mr. TUCK, in proposing the re-electiou of Mr. Samuel Samuel as 
President, praised his work for the Institution. 

Mr. S. Boas seconded the proposal which was carried. 


The CHAIRMAN, in replying, paid a tribute to Mr. Tuck for his services 
to the Kitchen 7 

The following’ were also elected: The Chief Rabbi of the British 
Empire, Messrs. 8. Boas, George A. Cohen and Henry Van den Bergh, 
Vice- Presidents; Gustave Tuck, Treasurer; Col. F. D. Samuel, D,8.O., 
Honorary Secretary ; Messrs. Gray, Stainforth and Co., Auditors. The 
Committee were re-elected en bloc with the addition of Mr. Bregman,

RETIREMENT FROM JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL. 

Mr. Laurence G. Bowman, M.A., B.Sc., who has retired from the 
headmastership of Jews’ Free School after twenty-three years’ 
service in that position and fifty-five years’ connection with the 
School, was on Friday afternoon the recipient of two presentations 
—that of a cheque from the children and past and present members 
of the staff, and of a rose bowl from the boys of the central and 
graded school. 

Mr. Morris Bucks, the Vice-Headmaster, who presided, said that 
it was at Mr. Bowman's suggestion that the Central School was 
formed; it was through Mr. Bowman that a Play Centre was erected ; 
it was Mr. Bowman who founded the Old Boys’ Club and, not content 
with what he was already doing for the boys of that School, he went 
further afield and took a keen interest in the Religious Education 
Board. ; 

Mr. BOWMAN said that he came as a boy to the School, and 
at the age of fourteen became a pupil-teacher. After referring 
to the help he had received from the School, Mr. Bowman said: 
“There is no elementary school in the country which offers so 
many opportunities to boys and girls as the Free School, and it is 
a great privilege to be attached to it.“ Mr. Bowman stressed the 
value of the School as a Jewish Institution, saying that the pupils 
lived in a Jewish atmosphere and that their teachers were Jews who 
understood them and sympathised with them, There were 1,100 
boys and girls in the building and he was glad to be able to say that 
as a result of certain changes that were going to take place in the 
district the number would probably be considerably increased.

worthy than they had jealously to look on. It was absolutely unfair to 
ihe remaining members let alone boys. I would mention that in Cardiff 


the honours are distributed first of all to the oldest members then to the 


remaining members, including youths and choir boys. 

it has always been a source of wonder to me to see that young boys, 
who are past Barmitzvah, are never given the opportunity of being called 
up for Maftir or given other Mitzvot. Surely the way to encourage 
Judaism is to keep an eye onthe boys. Once past Barmitzvah, the boys 
are neglected and never given an opportunity to revise what they have 
been taught. What a good plan it would be to give each boy 
his Maftir on the anniversary of his Barmitsevah as well as an 
occasional Mitevak throughout the year. Youth is sacrificed to old age— 
ave which has forgotten what youth has to learn—and incidentally, I would 

the Barmitzvah boys whom I have heard in the past year impressed 
me very unfayourably. The intonation of the blessings reminds me of 
“phy sical Jerks,” their Hebrew to be deplored—the pronunciation, whether 
it is the fault of the teacher or pupil I cannot say, borders on the 
ridiculous. Their weakly voices seem as if they have not emerged 
from the nursery and very few of the London boys I have heard can sing 
the Mir some say it, somehow. They do not at all compare favourably 
with the Provincial boys. 

lL have written on this subject with the hope that we shall soon see 


some beneficial changes in Synagogue administration, affecting young 


and old.

No. 574.—The Son of a Cantor. 


My Dear COUSIN, 

On the first Sunday in October, after I had prepared my Succah, 
a musical friend of mine called in to see; me and in the course of 
our talk he mentioned that that day was the fiftieth anniversary of 
the death of Offenbach. Although I had seen notice of the fact made 
in Tun Jewisu CHRonicie, I confess that I knew little of the man, 
save only that he was a musician of rank and the author of The 
Tales of Hoffmann.” This light opera had afforded me a consider- 
able amount of pleasure when last I heard it, and I gather that it 
enjoys a popularity out of the ordinary among all lovers of music. 

After my friend had departed, desiring to learn more about 
Offenbach. 1 took down the third volume of Grove’s “ Dictionary of 
Music and Musicians” containing the articles with the letters 


between K and O, and turned to the story of Offenbach. I dis- 
covered that his name was not in reality Offenbach, but Eberst ; 
that he was born on the 21st of June, 1819, in Cologne; died in 
Paris on the sth October, 1880; that he was “the most brilliant 
comp ser of light opera of his day; aud that he was the son of 


the Cantor of the Jewish Synagogue at Cologne.”

Who.was this cantor of the Jewish Synagogue in 
Cologue ? After some research I discovered that he was born in 


1779 at Offenbach, and that his name was Isaac Judah Eberst. A 
poor Jewish boy, he had to make his way in the world as best he 
could, and af the age of fifteen he left his home, wandering through 
ihe cities of the Rhine, where he one day chanced upon a book- 
binder who, attracted by his honest face, took him into his house as 
an apprentice. The book-binder, who was a lover of music, possessed 
u violin; that instrument seemed to have a fascination for the young 
apprentice, and before very long he obtained his master’s permission 
to play it in his leisure. Determined to acquire the art of producing 
music with the means at his disposal, he taught himself to become a 
violinist, and with such’ effect that he himself became a teacher of 
others. 

In due curse, the apprentice who had learnt his art with a 
thoroughness which was characteristic of his nature set up himself 
as a book-binder, cultivating at the same time the art of the violinist, 
and extending his knowledge of Hebrew and Rabbinic literature. 
Fortunately, too, he possessed an attractive tenor voice, and, all in 
all, it is uot surprising that he should have drifted away from the 
art of book binding to become a sweet singer before the Lord. In 
the year 1800 he was Chazan in the Synagogue of the Jewish Com- 
munity at Deutz. | 

His friendly nature, his smiling countenance, his devotion to his 
work, his excellence as a musician, all combined to make him 
popular. From Deutz he looked further afield; in the year 1803 
he was appointed Cantor to the Jewish Community in Cologne, 
one of the largest in Germany. There he spent the remainder of 
his life, making many friends by reason of his personal charm, his 
good humour and his efficiency.. Everybody called him the Offen- 
bacher,“ denoting thereby the man who came from Offenbach. But 
the name stuck to him, and he decided one day to adopt it officially 
as his family name. 

In accordance with the old Jewish ideal, Isaac Judah Offenbach 
had a houseful of children—ten of them there were altogether, eight 
daughters and two sons. The elder son, Jacob by name, afterwards 
became Jacques, the most brilliant composer of light opera of his 
day,” and the younger, who was called Julius, and later Jules, like- 
wise devoted himself to the profession of a musician. 

The father’s musical capabilities stood Jacques in good stead ; 
his father taught him as only fathers can, and Jacob became a 
proficient ‘cellist in his early youth. “The cantor of the Jewish 
Synagogue at Cologne" quickly realised that he had a gifted boy in 
Jacques, and determined to send him to the Paris Conservatoire. 
His abilities were soon recognised, and later his brother Julius 
followed him to the French capital. In Paris Jacques was fortunate

The authorised English version of the Bible text renders the 
„in the first sentence, “ tempt.’ This word in modern usage 
ers the meaning of inducing a person to commit a crime or 
‘cult. The choice of the word, used in translation, is of some 
portance, as it is necessary to remove the idea that God laid upon 
ham a task, that to his conscience would be a charge to 
mit a crime. In Abraham's time the offering of such a 
ice, far from outraging public opinion, would be considered an, 
e,umple of the highest virtue. Religious worship in ancient days 
reached its climax of fervour in the sacrifice of the first-born. Even 

late in Jewish history as the time of the Prophet Micah, there 
remained in people's minds an idea which he sought to controvert, 
that to give one’s first-born as a sacrifice was a means to procure 
pardon for one’s sins (Micah vi.,7). It was, of course, specifically con- 
ned by the Mosaic Law, which has no deeper or more scathing con- 
nation of idolatry than that even their sons and their daughters, 
they burn in fire to their gods.” (Deut. xii., 81.) But in Abraham's 
time it was different. The sacrifice of the first-born was the common 
practice of his contemporaries. The word W in the text should be 
-ondered “ proved or tested. This call to Abraham was one of a 
ries of tests made, according to tradition, ten times. This was his 
‘inal test, the supreme proof of his faithfulness. The test did not 
‘or Abraham consist in the fact that such a sacrifice was contrary to 
conscience. But since it was evidently contrary to Divine 


wisdom, how shall it be justified ? It is justified in the outcome of | 


the story itself, which stands out as the clearest fact of all. The 
sacrifice was to be made in spirit not in deed. Two things emerge 
\braham's sacrifice is complete, but human sacrifice stands con- 
demned. The Divine voice that willed the sacrifice is the Divine 
voice that stays Abraham's hand at the supreme moment. What- 
ever doubts he may have entertained as to the purposes of God 
‘on his journey to the land of Moriah, were dispelled on that 
sucred spot. It was there he learned and handed down to his 
‘escendants the tradition, taught henceforth by every teacher in 
israel, that the sacrifice God seeks is the devotion of the living soul. 
ud though it was God Who stayed his hand, it was God Who put 
him to the test, the test, declared by the greatest of the Prophets 
% be whether ye love the Lord your God with all your hearts and 
all your souls.” 
Abraham and Isaac also are able, by the greatness of their faith, 
o act in perfect harmony to the Divine will. It was a harmony which 
exhibited itself primarily as one between father and son. That 
dialogue that is recorded as between Abraham and Isaac on the 
journey to Mount Moriah is significant of a confidence between 
‘ather and son, that never failed. If the Rabbinical tradition that 
Sarah's death immediately followed the event on Mount Moriah be 
correct, Isaac at the time of the Akeidah must have been a young 
‘ian fully able to appreciate the significance of the journey. God 
provides the lamb for the burnt offering, my son,” has in it at least

‘orgoes the right to choose for himself, and yields himself absolutely 
% his father’s fulfilment of what he believes to be God's will. 
Sound upon the altar, trusting his father and his God, he shows 
himself the true heir of Abraham. He had been taught in his young 
‘ife that he belonged to God. He can without hesitation lay him- 
self on God's altar, and do his part to help his father conquer in 
that final test. We may well believe that a stil! deeper love and 
harmony, if that were possible, existed between father and son after 
the young life had been given back to Abraham by the voice that 
once had claimed it. We know well that a new vision came to 
Abraham on Mount Moriah that day, a new conception of the Divine 
love and tenderness that had watched over every movement of 
that journey until that last moment, when Abraham had stretched 
forth his hand to slay his son, his only son, whom he had not with- 
held from God. Here, in the mountain of the Lord, everything was 
made plain, everything revealed. Here was completed and made 
perfect the final test of Abraham's faith. Here were revealed the 


providence of God, and the purposes of His dealings with His faithful

XVIII. 11, Old and well-stricken in years.” The double 
expression may be used to emphasise the idea of the advanced years 
of the Patriarch and his wife.

The corresponding word in 
Arabic means “a decrepit old man; so it is possible that the 
Hebrew implies that Abraham and Sarah were not only advanced in 
years but also were physically enfeebled. The phrase a Na is 
usually explained as entered into (many) days”; but Ehrlich has 
proposed that the verb Na followed by the preposition beth may have 
the same significance as its cognate in Arabic, viz.,“ bring.” He takes 
it as the equivalent of Nan, which is commonly employed in 
Rabbinic Hebrew in the sense of exhibiting symptoms of different 
stages in life. The Hebrew phrase would accordingly mean, were 
feeble and displaying signs of years.” 

Verse 13. “And the Lord said.” Rashbam remarks that the 
reference must be to the chief of the three messengers who had 
made the announcement in verse 10, the words being literally 
repeated in verse 14 as part of what “the Lord said.” The 
identification of the Deity with His angel is not uncommon in 
the Bible. A few illustrations may be cited. In chapter xvi. “ an 
angel of the Lord appears to Hagar in her distress (verses 7ff.). 
but in the sequel it is stated: “ She called the name of the Lord 
that spake unto her, Thou art a God of seeing” (verse 13). In 
chapter xxii. the angel of the Lord” called to Abraham to spare 
the life of Isaac, declaring “Now I know that thou art a Gode 
fearing man, seeing thou hast not withheld thine only son from Me 
(verses 11.) So again in the narrative of the burning bush (Exodus 
iii., 2ff.) and elsewhere. At the root of this identification of God and 
the angel seems to be the reluctance to ascribe corporeality to the 
Deity. When, therefore, He comes into direct contaet with human 
beings on earth, the angel of the Lord is used by way of circum. 
locution. 

Verse 14. Is anything too hard for the Lord? The real 
significution of the Hebrew is, Is anything abnormal with God? 
The root meaning of p seems to be separate,’ and it always 
indicates something out of the ordinary. God, therefore, did not 
accuse Sarah of denying Him the power to perform whatever He 
willed to do. He rebuked her incredulity that what He foretold was 
to happen would actually occur because it was outside the bounds 
of normal experience. 

Verse 15. Sarah denied.” This denial appears rather surprising 
since she had really laughed. To understand her conduct we must 
remember certain details in the narrative. There is, in the first: 
place, no reason to suppose that Sarah regarded the three men as 


other than ordinary wayfarers. When she heard one of them 


unnounce the tidings of the birth of a son to his host, she probably 
took the words to be nothing more than common civility. A guest 
in expressing thanks for hospitality would invoke a blessing upon 
his benefactor; and when the host was childless, the blessing would 
naturally take the form of a hope that the wish for offspring 
would be gratified. She therefore treated the matter lightly 
and laughed inwardly. When, however, she was charged with 
laughing, she grew afraid; because it was now apparent to her that 
her accuser was no ordinary human being, otherwise he could not 
have known what she had done. Her act of laughing now took ona 
more serious aspect for her, since she realised that she had mocked 
a messenger of God ; so in her panic she took refuge in denial. 
Verse 16. Looked forward.” This is not really the meaning 


of the Hebrew root. It always signifies bending over from a higher 


elevation, usually for the purpose of seeing what is below. Since 
Abraham was then residing in the district of Hebron, which was 
located in hilly country, the route to Sodom would involve a descent 
so that the travellers would actually have to bend forward to look 
down in its direction. The verb here seems to imply not that they 
merely gazed towards Sodom, but they started on their journey to ity 

“Abraham went with them.“ Rashi’s comment, that Abraham 
escorted them believing them to be ordinary travellers, is rather 
astonishing, since after what had just transpired it must have been 
obvious that they were not mere wayfarers. The patriarch per- 
formed the usual act of courtesy of a gracious host, of accompanying 
his guests part of their way.

American Jewish Congress. 
— 


Eighth Annual Session. 


From our Correspondent.—NEW YorK. 

The Eighth Annual Session of the American Jewish Congress was held 
in Washington betore over 300 delegates representing organisations and 
communities throughout the United States. 

The Congress was opened by Mr. Bernard S. Deutch, the President, 
who reviewed the conditions throughout the Jewries of Europe. He 
declared that negotiations with representatives of the Roumanian Govern- 
ment, particularly with Mr. Davila, Roumanian Minister at Wash- 
ington, had not been altogether fruitless. Though they could not prevent 
the anti-Semitic excesses, he believed that they had succeeded this time 
more than ever before in impressing on the Roumanian Government the 
fact that its failure to protect its Jewish subjects was bound to result in 
injury not only to the Jews but to Roumania’s good name and prestige 
abroad. 

Mr. Bernard G. Richards, Executive Secretary of the Congress, pre 
sented the report of the Administrative Committee. He urged the build. 
ing up of a reservoir of Jewish strength and convictions, intellectual force, 
Jewish fervour and devotion. which now, as in the past. must be the 
source, inspiration and propelling power of their endeavours in behalf of 
the welfare of their people. 

Professor Salo Baron delivered a re port on conditions in Roumania, 
declaring that the Jews there were worse off than even the other Minorities 
in Roumania. Economically, the Jews were on the verge of ruin. 

Dr. Joseph Tannenbaum addressed the Convention on the status of 
the Jews of Poland. He painted a gruesome picture of their economic 


Conditions, and said they had been dispossessed, victimised and made 


economically unstable for the sake of fiscal stabilisation. The Jews, who 
formed eleven per cent. of the population of the country. paid forty per 
cent. of the taxes collected by-the Government. 

Mr. Leo L. Glassman spoke on conditions in Soviet Russia. He 
deciared that the economic situation ef the Jews, while still of a most 
deplorable nature, was slightly better than that of last vear. 

A message was read from Dr. Stephen S. Wise, Honorary President 
of the Congress, who as prevented by illness from attending. 

In the evening a banquet. was held at which Mr. Harry Snell, M. P. 
was the guest of honour. 

At the second session of the Congress reports were presented on anti, 
Jewish discrimination in employment and in the colleges. 

The Congress adopted a number of resolutions chief of which was a 
resolution characterising the Simpson Palestine report sas a violation of 
the Mandate and calling upon the American Government ‘as one of the 


powers having an interest in the Mandate, to intervene in the new 


Situation. Various resolutions also were passed on the Roumanian situa- 
tion: other resolutions extended condolences to the family of the late 
Mr. Lucien Wolf, and expressed profound grief at the passing of Mr. Louis 
Marshall. 

Mr. Bernard 5. Deutch was re-elected President of the Congress, and 
Dr. Stephen S. Wise, Honorary President. Mr. Bernard G. Richards was 
re-elected Executive Secretary for the fifteenth consecutive year.

An American Anti-Jewish Outburst. 
Press Malignancy. 
From our Correspondent.— NRW YorK.| 

The Jewish question is being fought out on all fronts here. 
Mr. Owen Tweedy writes in the ATLANTIC MONTHLY that Zionism has 
lost its idealism, while in the current SCRIBNER'S MAGAZINE, another 
non-Jewish writer asks: “When is the world going to pay its debt 
to Judaism?" Fiercest of all, however, is the debate that is going 
on in the columns of the EVENING TELEGRAM. New York's Libera] 
newspaper. The TELEGRAM recently threw its columns open to a 
discussion of the question of anti-Jewish discrimination in America. 
On one side were inveterate anti-Semites such as Major-General 
Count Victor Cherep-Spiridovitch, presumably of the erstwhile 
Russian White Army, and on the other side, in defence of Jews, were 
Jews and Liberals. The result of these press onslaughts is that 
everyone is generally agreed that anti-Judaism is much more than a 
fantasy of the Jew. 

For weeks the TELEGRAM has been flooded with letters contain. 
ing all sorts of opinions and theories on the Jewish question and, 
inasmuch as this is perhaps the first time that a daily newspaper 
here has taken so definite an attitude on anti-Judaism, the matter 
is well worth notice. 

The newspaper began its discussion by assigning a reporter to 
interview six prominent Americans on the subject of anti-Jewish 
discrimination. Among those interviewed were: Dr. Stephen S. Wise, 
Honorary President of the American Jewish Congress ; Dr. John 
Haynes Holmes, Pastor of the Community Church ; Dr. Robinson, the 
President of the College of the City of New York: and Mrs. Thyra 
Samter Winslow, a well-known authoress. Dr. Wise drew attention to 
the widespread discrimination against the Jew in business, in the 
colleges, socially, etc., and his views were adumbrated by Dr. Holmes, 
whose friendship to the Jews is well-known. Dr. Robinson, how- 
ever, said he could distinguish no prejudice against the Jew, for which 
statement he later received a tirade of denunciatory replies both by 
Jews and non-Jews. Mrs. Winslow said that before she came to

Jewish Blood.

Some Interesting Experiments. 
From our Correspondent.— NEW York.| 


The LITERARY DIGEST describes the experiments of a Russian bioloy >t, 
Dr. E. O. Manoiloff who has established a striking difference between 
Jewish and non-Jewish blood when tested with various chemicals 
experiments are described as follows :— 


Dr. Manoiloff worked on Jewish and Gentile Russians. 

He added to a blood clot a goodly amount of salt solution and a few (rv) 
of a dyestuff, called cresyl-violet. In Jewish blood the colour of the cresy!-\'0 «* 
disappeared entirely, or almost so, and a bluish or greenish tingealone tema 
while in the Gentile Russian blood the cresyl-violet remained partly insolu'’, 
and blue- red. 

The Jewish blood oxidised the dye more readily than the Russian. 
Manoiloff requested several investigators to send him samples of Jewish and 
Russian blood, marked only with numbers, the identity of the samples b 
known only to the sender. 

He tested 202 samples and gave the correct answers in 187 cases, that 18 
91.7 per cent. Madame Poliakowa, working in the State Institute of the Pub 
Health Commissariat at Leningrad, applied Manoiloff’s race-test o 
determination of paternity. In cases of pure marriages, where father and 
mother belonged to the same nationality, the child’s blood reaction corr 
— to that of the parents. In mixed marriages the colour of the child's 
blood resembled either the father’s or the mother’s. 

Mixed marriages between Russians on the one hand, and Germans, Ele, 
and Finns on the other, made the child’s blood look Russian, whereas a mat 
between a Russian and a Jew resulted in Jewish-blooded babies. 

She concluded that in racially pure marriages the child’s blood has the 2 
reaction as the father’s and mother’s; that if the child’s and mother's blood 
give a different reaction, the father does not belong to the mother’s national? 
and finally, that if the child has a distinct race reaction which does not cor 
spond to the mother’s nationality, the father may belong to the nationality.

Lord Passfield's Statement. 


Lord Passfield, Secretary of State for the Colonies, in an inter- 
sow published in REYNOLDS’s [ILLUSTRATED NEWS on Sunday, said:

“| confess that I fail to understand the storm of protest which 
hos arisen on the statement of policy issued by the Government 
with regard to Palestine, Lord Passfield said. I myself have been 
4-vounced for a shameful repudiation of Britain's pledged word and 
the rejection of the Mandate. I can only believe that those who 
yy ke these statements have not had an opportunity of reading the 
\hite Paper for themselves. That document begins with several 

<planatory pages, in which the exact words of the Mandate are 
oted. in order that the Government might state, in the most 


nhatic way, their determination to execute the Mandate to the 


iter as well as in the spirit. Lest there may be some ambiguity 

the wording of the Mandate, the Government repeats the very 
elaborate explanation of its meaning, which was issued in 1922 
od which has since been observed by every successive Government. 
Whatever difference of opinion there may be as to the meaning of 
the Mandate, the present Government takes the opportunity of 
declaring for the continuation of the policy which every British 
Government since 1922 has maintained. There is, therefore, no 
repudiation of the Mandate.“ 

Discussing the problem of Jewish immigration, Lord Passfield 
said that a prevalent objection was that the new statement of policy 
put a stop to all progress in further Jewish immigration. He had, 
he said, a pamphlet definitely stating that the Labour Government 
had decided to stop Jewish immigration into Palestine and to 
prohibit Jews from entering their national home. Not one of the 
twenty-three pages of the statement of policy contains any word of 
any stoppage of immigration into Palestine or any prohibition of 


— 


Jewish immigration, he said. Inu fact, on page 18 of the statement, 


it is definitely declared that the colonisation work and that the 
' colonisation operations of the Jews can continue without break“ 

Lord Passfield explained that Jewish immigrants into Palestine 
were classified in nine different categories. In regard to eight of 
these, there was no numerical restriction at present, nor was any 
suggested. With regard to the ninth—which came under the 
labour schedule - the policy of successive Governments had been 
to set a total according to the “ absorptive capacity” of the country 
for the time being. That principle was to be adhered to in any 
‘uture settlement as it had been in the past; and more exact means 
were proposed for discovering what the “absorptive capacity” actually 
was. It was said that, in determining absorptive capacity, account must 
be taken of unemployment among the Arabs as well as among the 
Jews, and it had been complained that this means that any Jews can 
be kept out of Palestine so long as any Arabs are unemployed; but, of 
course, that was not the case. Whay was meant was that if it could 
be shown thatany particular immigration was calculated greatly to 
increase unemployment among the Arabs, then, in accordance with 
the very words of the Mandate, that fact must be observed in settling 
the numbers to be admitted. 


I venture to think,” Lord Passfield concluded, that if there 


no repudiation of the Mandate, no stoppage of immigration, and, 
indeed, no limit set to the ultimate possibilities of immigration into 
: Palestine, there can be no serious complaint that this Government 
s going back on the policy of preceding Governments. I consider 
the new policy of the Government as one of expanding development 
of the mandated territory, which is exactly what some Jewish 
organisations have been pressing on the Government to undertake. 


In order that there may be in the future room for more development 


of Palestine and more Jewish immigration, the Government has 
undertaken the task of settling the line of policy without which 
development is impossible.“ 


The Mandate and the White Paper. 


Lord Hailsham’s and Sir John Simons Views. 


“A DEPARTURE FROM OBLIGATIONS.” 
The following letter appeared in THE Times on Tuesday, over 
the signatures of Lord Hailsham and Sir John Simon : | 
The correspondence which has recently appeared in your 
columns with regard to the Governments statement of its policy in 
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Palestine has led us to compare the recent White Paper with the 
terms of the Mandate. We are not at present concerned with the 
expediency of the Government's policy. But the Mandate constitutes 
for the people of this country a legal as well as a moral duty, and 
breach of its terms by any British Government would lay this 
country open toa grave charge of breach of faith and disregard of 
its international obligations. 

The Mandate by its preamble defines its purpose to be the 
putting into effect of the Balfour Declaration 
in favour of the establishment in Palestine of a National Home for the 
Jewish people, it being clearly understood that nothing should be done 
which might prejudice the civil and religious rights of existing non-Jewish 
communities in Palestine. 

This purpose is further elaborated in Article II., which makes 
the Mandatory responsible for securing the establishment of the 
Jewish National Home as laid down in the preamble and for safe- 
guarding the civil and religious rights of all the inhabitants of 
Palestine. Article VI. runs as follows: | 

The Administration of Palestine, while ensuring that the rights and 
position of other sections of the population are not prejudiced, shall 
facilitate Jewish immigration under suitable conditions and shall encour- 
age, in co-operation with the Jewish Agency referred to in Article IV., 
close settlement (/'¢tablissement intensif) by Jews on the land, including 
State lands and waste lands not required for public purposes. 

In apparent conflict with these provisions, the White Paper lays 
down : 7 

1. In paragraph 15 that even in cases where State lands are 
unoccupied it is not possible to make these areas available for 
Jewish settlement in view of the importance of making available 
additional land on which to place Arab cultivators who are now 
landless. 

2. In paragraphs 19 to 23 that the existing practice of the Jewish 
Ageney of employing Jewish labour on its undertakings and of 
stipulating in its leases that only Jewish labour shall be employed 
must be brought to an end, apparently on the ground that it 
contravenes the provisions of Article VI. of the Mandate. 

8. In paragraph 28, that no further immigration of Jews is to 


be permitted. so long as it might prevent any Arab from obtaining 


employment. Note that what is here referred to is not the eviction 
of Arabs from positions they now hold, or the depriving of any 
section of the population of its employment, but the possibility that 
the presence of a Jew immigrant might prevent some unemployed 
Arab from obtaining employment which, in the Jew's absence, he 
might be able to obtain. This clearly involves the prohibition—or, 
as the- White Paper calls. it, the suspension —0f all that Jewish 
immigration and settlement which Article VI. of the Mandate 
expressly directs the Mandatory to facilitate and encourage.. 

In all these respects the White Paper appears to us to involve a 
departure from the obligations of the Mandate. This country cannot 
afford to allow any suspicion. to rest on its. good faith or on its 
determination to carry out to the full its international obligations. 
if, therefore, the terms of the White Paper are the deliberate and 
considered announcement of Government policy, we would suggest 
that immediate steps should be taken to induce the Council of the 
League of Nations to obtain from the Hague Court an advisory 
opinion on the questions involved, and that the British Government 
should not enforce those paragraphs which are challenged unless 
and until that Court bas pronounced in their favour. 


A Rejoinder by Mr. W. H. Stoker. 


Obligations Inconsistent with the Covenant.” 


Mr. W. H. Stoker, who was Counsel for the Arabs during the 
Inquiry conducted into the causes of the riots in Palestine last year, 
addressed the following letter to THE Times on Wednesday: 

“It is with some hesitation that I ask to be allowed to take part 
in any correspondence in the Press on the subject of British policy 
in Palestine. But the letter appearing in THE Times of to-day over 
the signatures of such redoubtable authorities as Lord Hailsham 
and Sir John Simon seems to me to be deficient, in so far that it 
does not cover the whole of the difficult ground in approaching con- 
sideration of a very thorny subject. And in some particulars it 
requires supplementing. 

The first and opening preamble tothe Mandate, which is entirely 
omitted from the letter of Lord Hailsham and Sir John Simon, and 
which is of supreme and overriding importance, is :— 

Whereas the Principal Allied Powers have agreed, for the purpose of 
giving effect to the provisions of Article 22, of the Covenant of the League of 
Nations, to entrust to a Mandatory selected by the said Powers the 
administration of the territory of Palestine, which formerly belonged to 
the Turkish Empire, within such boundaries as may be fixed by them. 


‘Now the relevant parts of Article 22 of the Covenant of the 
League of Nations are: . 


To those colonies and territories which as a consequence of the late 
war have ceased to be under the sovereignty of the States which formerly 
governed them, and which are inhabited by peoples not yet able to stand 
by themselves under the strenuous conditions of the modern world, there 
should be applied the principle that the well-being and development of 
such peoples form a sacred trust of civilisation, and that securities for the 
performance of this trust should be embodied in this Covenant. 

Certain communities formerly belonging to the Turkish Empire have 
reached a stage of development where their existence as independent 
nations can be provisionally recognised subject to the rendering o: adminis- 
trative advice and assistance by a Mandatory until such time as they are 
able to stand alone. The wishes of these communities must be a principal 
consideration in the selection of the Mandatory. 


Article 20 of the Covenant, which is also relevant, is as follows: 


The Members of the League severally agree that this Covenant is 
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ted as abrogating all obligations or understanding inter se which are 
— with — and solemnly undertake that they 
will not hereafter enter into any engagements inconsistent with the terms 

roof. 

a ~~ case any Member of the League shall, before becoming a Member 
of the League, have undertaken any obligations inconsistent with the 
terms of this Covenant, it shall be the duty of such Member to take 
immediate steps to procure its release from such obligations. 


A vexed question arises, which has been urged repeatedly by 
the Arabs, and is as suitable a one for an advisory opinion by The 
Hague Court as the questions referred to in the joint letter of Lord 
Hailsham and Sir John Simon; that is to say, whether the Mandate 
is not in important respects contrary to Article 22 of the Covenant 
(which is fundamental), and whether the introduction into the 
Mandate of the Balfour Declaration of 1917 was not contrary to the 
fundamental and organic Covenant. In other words, was not the 
Balfour Declaration an obligation which Great Britain should have 
procured its release from, as being inconsistent with the terms of 
the Covenant? 

lu regard to the general observations in the letter referred to, 
while agreeing, if 1 may say so, that the matters indicated in it 
may be suitable for submission for advisory opinion by The Hague 
Court, I would like to draw attention also to the extremely important 
words at the commencement of Article VI. of the Mandate, quoted 
in the same letter :— 


While ensuring that the rights and positions of the other sections of 
the population are not prejudiced. 


These immediately precede and govern the provisions as regards 
the facilitation of Jewish immigration under suitable conditions.”

White paper to be “ Explained.” 


A FURTHER GOVERNMENT STATEMENT ? 


“Misunderstood and Misinterpreted.” 
The Parliamentary Correspondent of THe Times in Tuesday's 


issue of that paper wrote : 


It is understood that the Government is considering the possi- 
bility of issuing astatement to explain and amplify the memorandum 


-recently issued by Lord Passfield setting out the policy of the 


Government in regard to the Palestine Mandate. The Government 
takes the view that the original statement has been misunderstood

At the meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association 
on Sunday, the President, Mr. Leonard Montefiore, moved the 
following motion: 


The Council is unable to assent to the Statement of Policy in 
Palestine as laid down in the White Paper. In the opinion of the Council, 
such u policy is not in accord with the interpretation of the Mandate as 
adopted by successive British Governments, and, if carried out, will 
inevitably crystallise Jewish work and endeavour in Palestine at its 
present stage of development.” 

They were, as an Association, said the President, directly and 
immediately affected by anything that occurred in Palestine. For 
nearly fifty years their principal educational work had been in 
Palestine, and their resources had been strained, a debt had been 
created, other work had been diminished, in order that the progress 
of their school in Jerusalem should be unimpeded. As English 
citizens they had no wish, quoting the words of the OBSERVER, to 
“ harass or abuse the Mandatory Power, nor are we oblivious to the 
difficulties inherent in the situation.’ Nevertheless, they were 
conscious that the White Paper, with its frigid unconcern towards 
the disappointment of many hopes and ambitions, had caused 
profound disillusionment to the Jewish workers and idealists in 


Palestine whose efforts, perhaps, could only be fully appreciated by 


those who had been fortunate enough to see them. 
Rabbi Dr. SAMUEL DAICHES, seconding the motion, said that 
both as Jews and as English citizens and, moreover, as honest men 


and women, they resented very much the methods employed by Lord

Great American Protest Meeting. 
35,000 Jewish Demonstrators, 


NEW YORK MAYOR WANTS MORE JEWS, 


The meeting which was arranged in Madison Square Garden on 
Sunday evening to celebrate the thirteenth anniversary of the 
Balfour Declaration and to protest against the British Government's 
Palestine Policy, was attended by twenty thousand Jews. Fifteen 
thousand more were unable to gain admission to the hall. The 
crowd, which was extremely orderly, was so dense that,a special call 
had to be issued for police reserves to control it. 
| Professor Felix Frankfurter, head of the Law School at Harvard 
University, ‘presided. Dr. Bernard Deutsch, President of the 
Amcrican Jewish Congress, in the course of his speech, declared : 

Nowe must say in unmistakable terms that we are not satis- 
filed with England's policy in Palestine, and shall not rest content 
until that policy is altered in conformity with the terms of the 
Mandatory’s pledge and with principles of justice and fair play 
England, not the Jewish people, is at the bar of justice, and 

rngland must answer the question: Is she prepared. to fulfil her 
obligations to the world? We Jews are confident that the British 
pation will answer in the affirmative.” . 

Senator Wagner (Demoerat, New York), a member of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, Mr. Herbert Lehman, Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of New York State, Mr. Felix Warburg, and Mr 
Walker, Mayor of New York City, also addressed the meeting. 

Mr. Walker, who was received with loud cheers, said: 

I am come as Mayor of 7,000,000 people, the most cosmopolitan 
community known in the history of mankind. . . |. There are 
more Jews in New York City than in any other city in the world, 
and this is the message that the Mayor of that city sends to 
Downing Street: ‘I wish we had twice as many. 

Mr. Franklin D. Roosevelt, Governor of New York State, Mr. 
Tuttle, Republican candidate for the Governorship, Senator Borah 
and Mr. William Green, President of the American Federation of 
Labour, sent long messages condemning British policy, which were 
read to the cheering crowds.

General Council of the Zionist Organisation. 


The Present Position of Zionism. 
The Zionist Organisation has issued a communiqué stating that 


the General Council met on Tuesday. morning at the National Hotel. 


Mr. Motzkin, who opened the proceedings in Hebrew, said that the 
4ionists—and not alone the Zionists but the whole Jewish world— 
®xpected a definite and firm lead. A definite proof of the vigour and 
force of Jewry must find expression at the meeting. 

Dr. Weizmann outlined the history of the events that had led 
up to the present situation, He reported on the negotiations with 


the Colonial Office, and remarked that early in September it was 
realised that the Secretary of State for- the Colonies was contem- 
plating a policy unfavourable to the National Home. Later, they 
had gathered that a sub-Committee of the Cabinet were dealing 
with the Simpson Report and with the framing of a policy based on 
the Report. The Executive of the Agency had demanded consulta- 


tion before any conclusions were reached by the Government. He 


was invited by Lord Passfield ou October 1st to discuss the situation, 
but the information conveyed to him by the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies was of a scanty character. He could, however, discern 
that the policy which Lord Passfield had in mind would be unaccept- 
able. On October 15th he had another interview with Lord Passfield, 
and it then became quite clear to him that the contents of the docu- 
ment embodying the Government's policy, which, however, he had not 
seen, could not be accepted. Dealing with the White Paper, Dr. 
Weizmann said that it was clear that the document was a violation 
ot the Mandate. The activity on behalf of the Keren Hayesod and 
Keren Kayemet in England during the last week or so was remark- 
able. After paying a tribute to Mrs, Dugdale, Dr. ‘Weizmann 
formally tendered his resignation as President of the Zionist 
Organisation. He then left the meeting. 

Mr. Kaplansky dealt mainly with the activities of the Poale 
Zion and with the attitude of the Labour Party. He was of the 
opinion that there was no doubt about the friendly attitude of a 
large number of Labour Members of Parliament. 


Judge Lofgren's Views. 


Wailing Wall Commission Chairman. 

Judge Lofgren, Chairman of the Wailing Wall Commission of 
the League of Nations, has contributed an article to the Swedish 
Press in reference to the British Government's declaration of its 
policy in Palestine, and Mr. Churchill's comments thereon. In the 
course of his article the Judge points out what he considers: to be 
the incompatability of the obligations imposed on the Mandatory in 
regard to Arabs and Jews respectively, and declares that.in his view 
the fact that neither the one nor the other is satisfied, is evidence 
“that the Government has struck the right note in its attempt to 
mete out justice.” 

The Judge concludes by observing that if the Zionist Movement 
is to be productive of happiness in the long run for the country and 
its people, the Zionists must realise their limitations and the 
limitations of conditions, 


The Government Policy in Palestine.

SIB, I desire to protest strongly against the whole course of 


action which the British Government has pursued anent the Jews 


in Palestine. I do so. not only because I am a Zionist of some 
thirty-eight years standing, not only because I was a close personal 
friend of our second Moses, Theodor Herz!i; not only because 1 


had the honour to be the President of the Zionist Movement in 
America for many years; and not only as a friend of the Arabs — 


who has taught their language and literature for more than forty 
years. I protest especially because I was born in England, because 
I. have always had a great affection for the commonwealth of 
nations of which she is the centre. I feel ashamed that a great 
power Le England should in so signal a manner go back upon her 
plighted word and fail to keep her troth. 

That which the present British Government has done and is 
doing in Palestine is well-nigh unbelievable, England disarmed the 
Jews there, thereby preventing them from defending themselves 
when attacked; the Wailing Wall matter was permitted to lag for a 
solution; and now propositions are being presented by Lord Pass- 
field that make one’s hair stand on end. , 

In the year 70 of our era the great Roman Empire destroyed 
Jerusalem. Where is that Empire to-day? In the year 1492 Spain 
drove out all her Jewish citizens, and only after these many 
centuries is she again taking her place among the nations, while 
begging the Jews to return, But the day promised by the Prophets 
of old will come, and the Almighty will bring His people back to 
their home, for surely “the God of Israel slumbereth not nor 
sleepeth.”

Archeological Research in Palestine. 
SCHWEICH LECTURE. 

Sir Frederick Kenyon, K.C.B., Director and Principal Librarian 
of the British Museum, presiding on Monday at the Rooms o! 
the British Academy, Burlington Gardens, W., at the third of the 
Schweich Lectures on Ancient Synagogues in Palestine and 
Greece,” by Dr. E. L. Sukenik, spoke of the opportunities that there 
were for archwological research in Palestine since the war. 
Organised research, said Sir Frederick, had become possible in 
Palestine under conditions which did not exist before. Work 
had been going on not only in Jerusalem itself, but on a number o 
smaller sites, and it was intended during the coming year to com- 
mence operations on what, he hoped, would be a large scale, on the 
important site of Samaria. The expedition would be assisted very 
substantially from the Schweich Fund and, therefore, the British 
Academy was very interested in it. : 

Dr. Sukenik, who is Archwologist to the Hebrew University, 
Jerusalem, said that many important finds had been made since the 
war which were clearing up more and more the different problems 
connected with Palestinian archeology.

Budapest Anti-Semitic Libel Trial.

Court's Lenient Sentence. 


An anti-Semitic libel trial has terminated at Budapest, which 
was attended by the whole of the medical faculty of the University. 
The plaintiff was Professor Adam, the medical adviser of Count 
ethlen, the Hungarian Premier, and defendants were a University 
professor and the editor of an anti-Semitic weekly newspaper. 
Professor Adam instituted proceedings against the Professor and 
the editor for libelling him in connection with his appointment as 
Professor of the University, merely because he was cf Jewish 
descent. In the course of the trial, it was revealed that Professor 
Adam was boycotted and insulted by the Professors and students at 
the University, The Court sentenced both defendants to a condi-

A POSSIBLE MANDATORY? 
From a Correspondent.| 


The Polish Foreign Office has lately shown a rather unusual 
interest in the development of latest events in Palestine and the 
establishment there of a Jewish National Home in general. Since 
the riots in Palestine the Polish Government has not missed a single 
opportunity of expressing its sympathy with Zionist aspirations in 
the Holy Land. & special section of the Polish Foreign Office has 
been entrusted with the gathering of all the documents and informa- 
tion concerning the Mandate for Palestine and its implications. 
The Consular Service in the Middle East has also been extended, 
and Poland is the only country which has appointed a trade attaché 
in Palestine. : 

The presence in Palestine of a considerable number of Polish 
Jews has led to extensive trade relations between the two countries. 


Poland sending to Palestine textiles and manufactured goods, and 


buying there oranges, tobacco, wine, etc. Through its Palestine 
connections. Poland has greatly extended its trade activities in the 
Kast. 

The Polish interest in Palestine is now taking on a political 
character. Soon after the outbreak in Palestine and also during 
the meeting of the League of Nations’ Council, reports appeared in 
the Press to the effect that Poland was anxious to be given the 
Mandate for Palestine, should Great Britain relinquish its 
under the Mandate. The reports were received 
stunt and something of a joke. It is 
significant. however, that the Polish Government never denied 
the intentions ascribed to it. Information has now been received 
in London that the Polish Foreign Office is seriously con- 
sidering the possibility of a change in the Mandatory for Palestine 
and the Polish claim to take the place of Great Britain. Poland has 
a large Jewish population in whose emigration it is vitally interested 
and therefore it is prepared actively to support the colonisation of 
Palestine by Jews. Poland has no political or other interests in 
Moslem countries. and is not concerned with Moslem or Arab 
antagonism. It is a Catholic state and its claim is likely to obtain 
the support and approval of the Vatican.

Balfour Declaration Day. 
NO ARAB GENERAL STRIKE. 
From a Correspondent.— JERUSALEM. | 


Sunday was the thirteenth anniversary of the Balfour Declaration 
and the day passed fairly quietly in Palestine, though Jewish and 
Arab opinions of the new British Policy were strongly expressed. 
An attempt of the Jewish National Youth of Tel-Aviv, to demonstrate 
on the eve of the anniversary and to distribute proclamations was 
suppressed by the police. 

The usual Arab general strike was abandoned this year as the 
Arab Executive issued a proclamation to the effect that they were 
engaged in considering the new Statement of Policy in Palestine, and 
though their attitude towards it had not yet been determined, the 
Arabs should abstain from striking and only express their protest 
against the Balfour Declaration by sending telegrams to the Govern- 
ment condemning it. 

With the exception of the Grand Mufti's paper, all the Arab 
newspapers justified the policy of cancelling the strike. 
Hebrew newspaper which commented on the Balfour Declaration 
anniversary was HAARETZ, which expressed the hope that one day 
the Jews would really be able to celebrate the anniversary.

ARAB EXECUTIVE'S REACTIONS. 


The Arab Executive has had under consideration the question of 
the creation of a Legislative Council in Palestine, The majority of 
the Executive were in favour of accepting the British offer, provided 
the number of members of the Council was considerably larger than 
that suggested by the Government.

Law Reports. 


DIVORCE.—In the Divorce Division of the High Court of Justice, on 
Wednesday, the President (Lord Merrivale) dismissed a petition by a 
wife for a decree of divorce on the ground that he was not satisfied 
that adultery had been committed at an hotel as alleged. There 
had been earlier proceedings before Mr. Justice Hill, and the 
President had those proceedings before him and the results of 
the King’s Proctor’s inquiries which had then been ordered. In her 
petition, which was undefended, Mrs Lilian Woolf, née Israel, of 
Woburn Mansions, Francis Street, W., prayed for the dissolution of her 
marriage with Mr. Eric Bowers Woolf on the ground of his adultery at 
Rock Gardens Hotel, Bognor, in July, 1929, with a woman unknown. The 
marriage took place on April 11th, 1926, at the Western Synagogue, London. 
After hearing the evidence on March Sist, 1930, Mr. Justice Hill said that 
the wife was quite innocent, but she had got to prove adultery. The 
husband had written saving: “ We had better be divorced. Here is an 
hotel bill.” The Court regarded that with the utmost suspicion, and 
when the man refused to give the name of the woman, the suspicion was 
very much increased. It might be on his part a put up“ matter from 
beginning toend. In giving judgment, the President said he did not find 
that adultery was proved, and the petition would be dismissed. As 
the proceedings were taken at the instance of the respondent and main- 
tained at his expense, he wonld be condemned in the costs of the 
petitioner and the King’s Proctor on solicitor and client basis. 


INSURANCE POLICY CLAIM.—The hearing was concluded in the 
King’s Bench Division, before Mr. Justice Roche and a Special Jury, of the 
action in which Mrs. CanotaxE WISENTHAL claimed £7,307 from an Insurance 
Company, (The previous hearings of the case were reported in our issues of 
October 24th and 3lst). After the jury had answered several questions put 
to them, His Lordship entered judgment for the defendants, with costs. 


BANKRUPTCY,.—AsranamM Taprisky (kriown as Alfred Tabor), 
residing at Linden Buildings, Bethnal Green, and Brsstx FELpMAN (married 
woman), residing at Hendon Way, Cricklewood, trading as A. & B. Tabor, 
gown manufacturers, of 74-84, Banner Street, E.C., attended for public 
examination in the London Bankruptey Court, before Mr. Registrar 
Mellor, The debtors failed in May with liabilities £12,875 and net asscts 
estimated to produce £2,813, The examination was concluded. 


ALLEGED DESERTION.—At the North London Police Court, Mr. 
Bertrand Watson, the Magistrate, made an order for Emmanvet Ravecn, 
of Avenall Road, Highbury, to pay his wife, Besste Ravecu, the sum of £1 
and 58. weekly in respect of each of their three children on a summons 
alleging that he had deserted her. He pleaded not guilty. The complainant 
said they were married in 1925. He left her on September 27th, and, she 
alleged, said he wanted another woman. He had not paid her any money — 
since. The defendant giving evidence on oath, said that they had quarelled 
and his wife had got him into debt. He used to give her on the average £5 a 
week and never less than £4. That was when he was working. Mr. Bertrand 
said that he was satisfied that in law the defendant had deserted his wife, 
and made an order as above, the wife to have the custody of the children. 


USING PREMISES FOR BETTING.—At the Westminster Police 
Court last week, Samvuet Apuer, of High Road, Kilburn, and ALrrep HUN 
of Foster Lane, E.C., were fined £100 and ordered to pay £15 costs each for 
using premises in Sloane Street, for the purpose of ready-money football 
coupon betting. Ricwarp GrRanTHAM, a clerk, also of High Road, Kilburn, 
was fined £15 for assisting in the conduct of the business. 


ALLEGED THEFT OF PIOTURE.—At the Marlborough Stree® 
Police Court, on Friday, before Mr. Dummett, JoserpH SnHonperc, 23, a 
| watchmaker, of 48, Maple Street, Tottenham Court Road, and Lovis 
|Scmitirer, 29, of 7, Richborough Road, Cricklewood, traveller, having 
previously been charged with being in unlawful possession of a valuable 
picture of Archbishop Cranmer, reasonably suspected of having been stolen 
at St. James's Street, were further charged with being concerned together 
in stealing and receiving the picture, valued at £120, the property of 
Mr. Richard A. Loeb. The accused, who pleaded not guilty, had been 
remanded on bail for the owner to be found. Mr. Loeb came from America 
to prove the ownership. The two accused were seen in a car driving south 
down St. James’ Street. The car stopped near the Park end, and Shonberg 
got out. Schiller drove the car into a side street and waited. The men were 
watched by Inspector Horwell. Shonberg disappeared and later was seen 
carrying a parcel and was stopped by the Inspector and questioned. The 
parcel, which contained the picture, was wrapped in a khaki wrapper. When 
told he would be arrested for being in unlawful possession of the picture, 
Shonberg said, I got it from a man I know as John Price, but it will not be 
safe for me to say anything more about it.” They made no reply to the 
charge. The Inspector, in cross-examination, said that the accused were men 
of good character. Mr. Loeb said that he lost the picture on February 28th. 
He left it in his suitcase in his car which he left for a few minutes in a street 
off St. James’s Street. When he returned the suitcase was gone. Tho 
Magistrate found both men guilty of the charge of being found in un- 
lawful possession of the picture. Every action and word of the prisoners 
since their arrest and in that Court would have satisfied any reasonable man 
that they were lying, declared Mr. Dummett. Shonberg was fined £30 on the 
receiving charge, or two months’ imprisonment, and Schiller was fined £15 or 
six weeks’ imprisonment. Mr. Dummett said he did not regard the men 
as professional receivers, otherwise he would have sent them to prison. He 
believed that Shonberg was the more guilty of the two. 


RECEIVING STOLEN PROPERTY.—Sentence of three months’ 
hard labour was passed at Marlborough Street Police Court on Harry 
Mason, 25, traveller, of 36, Bloomsbury Street, who pleaded guilty to 
receiving stolen silver articles worth £26 10s. With Mason in the dock was 
his brother, Sipwey Rosen, 21, traveller, of 149, Victoria Park Road, 
Hackney. He pleaded not guilty to the charge of receiving the silver, and 
was discharged. Mason gave eviderice that he bought the silver from a man 
named Harry in Hatton Garden. He said he paid £12 for the lot. The 
silver, which included four candlesticks and a tea service, was produced in 
Court, and was identified by EMMANUEL. MENDELWEIG, a silk merchant and 
gown manufacturer, as his own, which was stolen on October 21st or 22nd. 


THEFT OF CIGARETTES.—At the Middlesex Sessions on Monday, 
WILIA Scorr, 25, a waiter, and Srxruxx JONES, 24, a salesman, were 
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indicted for breaking into a shop at Hendon and stealing cigarettes. Lina 
Haut. otherwise Lean Lemus, 27, pleaded not guilty to receiving the 
cigarettes. Scott was found not guilty and discharged. Mr. F. Levy, who 
prosecuted, said that Hall was a native of Russia, and he asked for a de- 
portation order against her.

| Philip Levi. 

There is an elusive quality about Philip Levi's piano playing that is not 
entirely to be ascribed to his beautifully legato touch. He wisely does not 
attempt to exploit his considerable technical abilities, but devotes himself 
rather to the evocation of tonal qualities. That very gift, however, can 
be his undoing, for he tends to impose a uniform set of tonal values on 
very widely differing works. Much greater variety of colour and 
expression lies between Busoni's Toccata, Fauré’s Nocturne and Ravel's 
“Scarbo” than he gave to them at the Grotrian Hall, and even his 
group of Chopin Preludes were unduly impressed with his own tonal 
sift, excellently as they were played. I liked his own Choral Prelude 
and Fugue: the Prelude explored rather more emotions than it could 
carry: but from an excellently moving opening theme the fugue was 
worked up to a finely stormy, rather chaotic climax: an extremely well 
built chaos, if one may resort to paradox. Mr. Levi would be well 
advised to pay more heed to such mundane things as the length and 
arrangement of his programme. Even in stich matters art can find, or be 
baulked of expression. 

Adolf Busch. 

How little Bach resorts to trickeries of light and shade, how completely 
and triumphantly he depends on rhythm and melodic line! In their violinand 
piano recital at Wigmore Hall Adolf Busch and Rudolf Serkin demonstrated 
their ability to give full expression to the composers rhythmic and melodic 
powers. Adolf Busch especially has just that right quality of breadth of 
tone and cleanness of outline which serves Bach well. In the Sonata in 
( minor for violin ene found it dimenit to decide whether to admire more 


the strength and certainty of the Adagio and Fuga movements, the. 


serenity of the Siciliano, or the headlong, but never erratic or jiggy speed 
cf the Presto. To play the entire extremely difficult sonata without 
suggesting the least trace of effort was in itself a high achievement; 
Adolf Busch went further, and gave us the pure perfection that only 
comes from an understanding of Bach.

The Deputies. 


By AUNTIR. 

HE Deputies, the representative 
body of the Jews in this country, 
sometimes alluded to as the Anglo- 
Jewish Parliament, has a long 

history going back to the accession to the 
throne of George III. It was in 1760 that 
the Elders of the Sephardi Congregation who 
called themselves the “ Portuguese Nation,” 
appointed a committee to consider what 
should be done to testify their homage to His 
Majesty “and thereafter to deal with the 
most urgent matters which present them- 
selves in connection with our Nation.” Con- 
gratulations were duly conveyed to the King 
through the Duke of Devonshire, the then 
Lord Chamberlain; and His Majesty sent a 
gracious reply through the Duke. 
TuO NATIONS, 

A little later the German Jews complained 
that they had been left out in the cold and it 
was suggested to them that they should 
appoint a similar committee and that each 
Nation should communicate to the other what 
they were doing in public affairs.” A “German 
Secret Committee for Public Affairs 
appointed consisting of the representatives 
of two Synagogues, but while the two bodies 
agreed to inform one another of what each 
was doing there was not yet an amalgamation. 
For some 18 years the minutes of the Sephardi 
Committee were kept 
thenceforward they were kept in English, 
There was sporadic co-operation between the 
two sections of the Community but in 1802 
some friction arose owing to some Parlia- 
nientary action which the German Jews 
contemplated in.connection with a Poor Law 
Bill, and the Sephardim actually drew up a 
memorandum for the information of a Member 
of Parliament whose assistance they invoked 
to oppose the threatened action. 

A CONSTITUTION, 

It was not till 1836 that the Deputies 
became a really representative body with 
a constitution providing for elections from 
any Synagogue willing to share in the 
expenses. The President was Moses Monte. 
hore, afterwards Sir Moses Montefiore,. who 
throughout his long career (he lived to 
the of 101) 


age retained his connection 
with the Deputies and rendered it the 


highest services. I do not propose to recount 
the history of the Deputies, my purpose being 
merely to remind you of the interesting 
beginnings of that body. It took a notable 
if not decisive part in the struggle for Jewish 
emancipation, the fight being waged mainly 
by individuals such as Isaac Lyon Goldsmid, 
Alderman Salomons and Beron Lionel de 
Rothschild. Quite early in its career the 
Deputies began their intervention in foreign 
Jewish affairs. It was in 1840 that they con- 
ducted a highly successful campaign against 
the hideous blood accusation and Sir Moses 
Montefiore made the first of a series of 
memorable journeys abroad on behalf of his 
persecuted co-religionists.. On the whole, the 
Deputies have a record of which they 
may justifiably be proud. The democratic 
character of the institution in recent years 
has added to its influence and given it 


more than ever the character of a Jewish 
Parliament.
